Subject: Watersheds Approved for Preparation of Survey Work Outlines. 
Reference is made to Memorandum Noe 44 of July 26, “Procedure for 


Initiation and Conduct of Surveys" and‘to telegrams of August 3, 1939 to 
the Committees affected authorizing the immediate preparation, 0 of survey 


‘work outlines for a number of watershedse 


1. There is the urgent necessity to push forward the flood control 
surveys to the point of preparing operations programse As yet no detailed 
". ‘survey report has been approved and of course operations which will follow 
"such survoys have not begun in any areae A necessary step looking toward 
the rapid development and completion of surveys is the preparation of a 
survey work outline. Because of the current situation it appears desirable 
‘to side track temporarily preliminary examinations until it has been possible 
to organize a number of surveyse Our emphasis for the time being, therefore, 
will be upon initiating detailed surveys in order thet we can develop an 
operations program. Past experience has cast some doubt upon the sclection 
of previous watersheds for surveys. In effect the preparation of the survey 
work outlines in advance of the formal designation of the area by the - 
Secretary provides a means whereby the recommendations for surveys may be 
‘made on a more adequate bill of particulars. 


2 The watersheds approved by the Flood Control Coordinating 
Committee have been selected on the basis of a favorable showing and recome 
mendations made in the preliminary examination reportsse These watersheds 
have.also been selected in. order to correlate, in so far as possible, the 
Department's program'with that of the Corps of Engineerse 


3. This list of watersheds will be expanded from time to time if 
preliminary examination reports justify. Hereafter the Committee will 
review the preliminary examination reports promptly and if circumstances 
permit will authorize the field to prepare the more detailed work outlines 
set forth in paragraph 1 of Committee Memorandum Noe 44. This action 
appears desirable in ordor that the Department may have a considerable 
number of survey work outlines available in order that a greater number of 
final surveys, especially those of high priority, may be undertakene 


4. The Committee will review the survey work outlines as they are 
received from the fields Where a full survey appears justified and the 
work outline has been approved by the Committee, the Secretary will be 
immediately requested to authorize a detailed surveys He will also be re- 
quested at the same time to approve tho allocation of funds necessary for 
the survey as shown in the approved outline. Where a modified survey

only appears justified and the outline calling for basic data collection 
as a first step has been approved by the Committee the Secretary will be 
requested to allocate such_funds as may be essential for collecting the 
required basic data, such faydrology, etce leaving the question of full 
survey authorization and survey-initiation to future considerations 


5e The preparation of the survey work outlines in accordance with 
Committee Memorandum No, 44, July 26, 1939 takes precedence over pre=- 
liminary examination activities, Those preliminary examinations already 
in progress that. can be curtailed or suspended without loss should be 
curtailed or suspended to the extent that personnel now working on them 
can be used to advantage in preparing the work outlines. No additional 
preliminary examinations should be begun wmtil the new survey work outlines 
as authorized have been preparede | | ; 


~6- In preparing the survey work outlines authorized, existing per= 
sonnel engaged on flood activities should be utilized as far as possible. 
However, because we are anxious to expedite the completion of the survey 
work outlines it may be necessary to employ some additional personnel. ..As 
far as the immediate future is concerned, such employment should be sharply 
limited as there should be placed on the flood control rolls as few addi= 
tional personnel as possiblee : are 


7 Deficiencies in hydrologic data and the program to overcome them 
should’ be discussed with members of the appropriate cooperating agencies 
in order that full coordination in meeting needs may be providede (See 
Memorandum No, 40 and 1-d of Memorandum Noe 44-) It scems particularly 
pertinent to suggest consultation with both the Army and Geological Survey 
District Engineers. | tee

The outline 
and letters were prcpared by the respective agencies in collceboration 
with this office, and contain sufficient details to point out the co- 
operation expectcd in the preparation of reports on multipls- purpose 
projects. 


3, There is enclosed the July 10, 1939 address list of of- 
fices of thc Engineer Department, U. S. Army, with maps showing the 
areas over which they have jurisdiction. The entire field work of 
the Bureau cf Reclamation is centered at Denver. The address is: 
Chicf Engineer, Bureau of Reclamation, Department of the Interior, 
New Customs House, Denver, Colorado. 


4. It is requested that the personnel now engeged in pre- 
liminary examinations and surveys under the terms of the flood con- 
trol legislation be informed of the procecure now established for 
ceoperation in the preparation of reports on sean k ee proj- 
eets.

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PROCEDURE TO INSURE COOPERATION IN THE PREPARATION OF REPORTS 
ON MULTIPLE PURPOSE PROJECTS. 

To permit agencies of the Departments of War, Interior, and Agriculture, 
to cooperate more completely in the preparation of reports on multiple purpose 
projects end to correlate the results to the greatest practicable extent, the 
following procedure is established: 

1. When investigations on multiple purpose projects are ordered 

by any one of the three Departments each of the others will be «ud- 

vised. The National Resources Planning Board will also be advised 

and will maintain liaison with all agencies concerned throughout 

the preparation of the reports. 

2. To insure that prompt contact is established by field offices, 

whenever the Chief of Engineers, the Commissioner of the Bureau of 

- Reclamation, or the Chief of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 

shall determine that his organization has a direct responsibility 

in a project to be investigated by another agency, he shall notify 

the latter to that effect. 

3. In all cooperative projects the field offices will be in- 

structed to communicate and confer with each other to: 

(a) Determine what pertinent ke We in existence 

and to arrange for the interchange of such data so as 

to avoid duplication of effort. 

(b) Determine what pertinent data each agency intends 

to secure for its own purposes and to arrange a schedule 
which will avoid duplication and facilitate the concurrent 


submission of reports so far as practical. 
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(c) Arrange for interchange of sateen throughout 

the preparation of reports. 

(d) Arrange for conferences between field offices dur- 

ing preparation of reports and when reports are completed 

and ready to forward. Each office will be authorized to 

submit its comments on the reports of other agencies, such 

comments to be forwarded with the reports. 
4. <A conference will be held in Wasaington between affected agencies 
when the tentative draft of the final report is prepared so as to per- 
mit discussion of it prior to its submission in final form. . 
5» All work done by one agency at the request of and for the use 
of a second agency will be paid for by the latter; all work performed 
by one agency for its own purposes, even though the resulting data are 
made available to a second agency, shall be paid for by the former. 
6. Information obtained by one agency from another will be treated 
as confidential until released by the giving agency or until the 
final report is released.

CIRCULAR LETTER 


Subject: General Outline of Procedure for Reports on Multiple-Purpose 
Projects. | | : 


To Division and District Engineers. 


i. There ig inclosed a general outline of a procedure to be followed 
in preparing reports on multiple-purpose projects which has the approval of 
the Bureau of Reclamation, the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, and the 
National Resources Planning Board, es well as that of this office. 


2. In establishing this procedure it is the purpose of all concerned 
to improve present cooperative measures so as to avoid duplication of work 
and to insure that, in so far as practicable, reports rendered by different 
agencies on the same project shall be in harmony and shall not conflict. 
There is no reason why this latter objective cannot be completely attained 
in so far as factual data and basic assumptiens as to engineering principles 
are concerned. Differences of opinion may arise in analyzing the data and 
drawing conclusions therefrom, but every effort will be made to reconcile 
such differences prior to the submission of the report. 


3. As set forth in paragraph 2 of the inclosed outline of procedure 
the Bureau of Reclamation and the Bureau of Agricultural Economics will ac- 
vise this office of any reports the Corps of Engineers is called upon to 
make in which they have a direct interest, and the Engineer Department will 
make a similar determination with reference to reports required ef other 
agencies. Where more than one agency has an interest in e proposed proj- 
ect which is before the Corps of Engineers, this office will notify the 
Division and District Engineers concerned and the latter will immediately 
contact the field representatives ef-the other sffected agencies for the 
purposes set forth in paragraph 3 of-the attached outline of procedure. 

To facilitate establishing this contact, there is inclosed 4 list of the 
field offices of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics together with meps 
showing the area over which they have jurisdiction. District Engineers 
concerned will establish contacts with the Bureau of Reclamation through 
the Bureau's Office in the Nee Customhouse, Denver, Colorado. 


4s During the preparation of such reports by this Department, it 
is desired that there be a free interchange of. information with the other 
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affected agencies both in the field and in Washington, and such conferences 
held as mey be necessary to secure their views on the parts of the reports 
in which they heave a direct interest. When the reports are completed in 
the field, the views of these agencies with reference thereto should be se- 
cured and forwarded with the report. If they concur in the report 9 state- 
ment to that effect should be secured and where they differ with any part 
of the report, a full st: tement of their differences and the reasons there- 
for should be obtained and forwarded for consideration by higher authority. 
When the Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors has received reports 
from the field the Resident Member shall arrange such conferences with af- 
fected agencies as may be necessary, and when the Board has acted on the 
reports, shall advise the head of the other participating agency or agencie 
and afford representatives thereof access to the draft of the Board's re- — 
port inviting comment thereon. Such comments will be forwarded with the 
Board's final action to the Chief of Engineers. 


5, Where this office is requested to cooperate in the preparation 
of reports of other agencies every effort will be made to furnish such co- 
operation promptly and effectively. 


6. When it is desirable to undertake work in accordance with para- 
graph 5 of the inclosed outline of procedure, an estimate of cost shall be 
prepared imaediately in accordance with paragraph 5 thereof, and forwarded 
to this office for approval. 


7. Throughout the preparation of the reports careful. consideration 
will be given to any suggestions made by representatives of the National 
Resources Planning Board acting in their advisory capacity. 


8. Particular attention is invited to paragraph 6 of the outlin 
of procedure. ; t.

‘ 

The attached "Procedure to insure cooperation in the preparation of 
reports on multiple-purpose projects" is designed to improve the coordi= 
nation among the Departments of War, Interior and Agriculture, in their 
investigatory work. The National Resources Planning Board under this 
agreement is charged with responsibility for maintaining liaison among 
all the agencies concerned with the investigations. In this capacity the 
Board has a special responsibility to sco to it that Federal and State 
intorosts other than those who wore a party to the agreement are given 
appropriate opportunity to present their points of view at stages in the 
investigation which will permit adequate consideration of their sugges- 
tions. 


The regular monthly report on "Federal Water Resources Investiga- 
tions and Construction Projects" will contime to report all impending 
investigations sponsored by the Departments of War, Interior and Agri- 
culture, as well as other agencies. The Regional Officers and the Water 
Consultants are responsible for the ficld liaison work of the Board 
under this agreement as a part of their normal activities in connection 
with the drainage basin committees. The Regional Officers should ar- 
range for each Water Consultant to be informed at appropriate times of 
the status of the investigations, and he should consult with those agen- 
cies from time to time during the investigation. Inasmuch as coordina- 
tion of planning studies can be doveloped best at the initiation of 
studies, Regional Officers and consultants should give major attontion 
to the scope of the investigations with a view to suggesting the inter- 
ests of other Foderal or State agoncics - such as the Fodcral Power Com- 
mission and the state ongineer - which should be talicon into account in 
the investigation. It is the beolicf of the Washington office that, in 
view of the highly technical aspects of the work involved, the major 
responsibility for maintaining liaison relations under this agreement 
should rest upon the water consultants, acting under the direction of the 
Regional Officers involved. We anticipate that this work can be in- 
cluded within the present limitations on assignments of these consultants. 


It would be impracticable to draft a formal agreement covering the 
participation of all Federal, state and local agencies having an inter- 
est in the investigations. Under the prosent agroemont, the water con- 
sultant is expected to suggest ways by which propor consideration may be 
given to points of viow other than those of the agoncy primarily respon- 
sible for any given investigation. He should confer with his Regional 
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Officer on the status of the investigations, and, whore dosirabio, the 
Rogional Officer should schedule drainage basin committce meetings for 
discussion of the plans for the investigations. The findings of in- 
vestigations will, of course, romain confidential until rolcased of- 
ficially by the responsible agency.
